COAL OIL TO LAY THE DTTST. 


The Boston & Maine Will Try an E 


on Several Divisions. 


During the coining .^ason the J Jos ton 


A. Maine is to try the experiment of 
laying the dcst on tii e rcadbed of the 
several divisions running out cf I'cstcn 
by the use of petrolecm. For doing 
the work two cars have been equipped 
at the shops at Concord, N. B ,and ere 
now ready for duty when the weatltr 
will warrant. These ears are of fiat va- 
riety. with high sides to protect the men 
engaged in operating them. 


The oil will be supplied from a big 


tank line car coupled to the rear, end 
will now through four-inch pipes on 
either side of the car to the sprinkler?. 
Of these there will be three, controlled 
"by independent valves, one low down in 
the center, in order to flouJ tie i-pace 
between the ^track acd two txiennon 
sprinklers hnug on swivel joint* from 
the ends to cover the beds.

tar can be worked in any direction in 
order to avoid switches1, bridges and 
other obstructions beside the track. It 
is designed to push the cars along by a 
locomotive at the rate of three miles an 
boar, and at that speed it is expected' 
that the work will be done most thcr- 
ooghly.

Against those 
medical men and students of hygiene 
who denounced them as destroyers of 
nerves and lungs, there can be readily 
found as many who claim that cigarettes 
are no more injurious than cigars or 
pipes. 


Indeed, many doctors are themselves' 


leara where a doctor's death has been 
laid to them. It has long been custo- 
mary for young medics to wreathe 
themselves in cigarette smoke while in 
the dissecting room. 


However, in the midet of all the pros 


and cons there exists the hard fact that 
any sort of smoking, from a twenty-five 
ceat perfecto down to the vilest cheroot 
rnanufacinrered, is a serious menace to 
health and brain vivacity if indulged to 
the extreme. But years of almost con- 
stant pnfOng at a pipe or cigar inflicts 
no hurt upon one constitution, even 
while destroying another. 
So no fixed 


rule can be laid down for all smokers.

It in almost im- 
possible to imagine a great city of 
300,000 being as quiet as Manila is at

Most 
people there go to bed early, because 
nearly all the city's business is done 
In the forenoon, and people get up 
pretty early to do it.

Trade In Flour Dull 


Th* Produce Quotation*. 


Boston. April 25-—Last week there was 


something selling in flour by l*cal mill 
agents, u sort of nibbling tiusiiie** with 
th»» object in view on the part of buyers, 
U) krvj> up biuciis. Thrre wax I!O largr 
trudir.K. and inducements to engage in 
such were of no avail, buyers seeing 
nothing in the situation to bid them en- 
hance their views on prices so as to bring 
them up to the level of seller*, or to en- 
courage them to take on more rlour than 
they were absolutely in need of. Since 
the holiday on Wednesday last even thh; 
peddling trade has been less in evidence. 
The tone of the market, therefore, has 
been dull. Buyers are still in doubt as 
to the future, it is admitted that current 
prices of wheat and Hour are not high, 
but buyers hesitate, looking for »ora« 
decline u> follow the improvement in 
wheat crop conditions that is almost cer- 
tain to come in tbe wake of warm and 
favorable weather. The situation is still i 
a, very unsettled one, and such a one as i 
usually induces caution on the part of 
both buyers and sellers. 


Irs prices of flour there is very little! 


change from a week ago. At one time 
last week most of the mills put up'their 
prices 10 cents a barrel. But on the clos- 
ing days this advance was lost. While 
yesterday's firm wheat gave more 
strength to the market there was no In- 
crease in the demand, and no changes in 
prices were made. Lake navigation has 
opened and shipping out of Dulutb will 
begin in a day or two. 


Winter wheat brands are quite firmly 


held. The scarcity of wheat at many 
of the milling sections in Indiana and 
Illinois forces millers to quote prices that 
are unreasonably high by comparison 
with other flour. In some instances the 
prices for straights are within 15 cents 
a barrel of those quoted on standard 
spring patents.

inside millers' and the outside jobbers! 
prices, are those made yesterday by the 
local flour trade price committee: Spring 
Wheat patent!* at $4 to $4.75, spring wheat 
clears and straights at $3 to f3.50, win- 
ter wheat patents at $2.85 to $4.50, winter 
wheat straights at $3.56 to 4.15, and win- 
terf wheat clears at $3.50 to $4, per barrel, 
as to quality of the flour and size and 
terms of purchase.

Th» City of San Jn*n. 


Of San Juan, Porto H.lcb, it may be 


said that the city~~ offers many and 
varied attractions to the s*ght seer, 
the well paved and scrupulously clean 
treets are a surprise and a revelation 
n themselves and indeed it Is well the 
horoughfares are clean, for the side 
walks are so narrow that it is impos- 
sible for more than two persons to 
walk abreast, and few, therefore, recog 
nize the curb as a boundary line. San 
Juan is built on a sloping hill, which 
on its seaward side, rises abruptly 
from the bay and is made the more 
precipitous by a massive wall 
The

Iron Plentiful In Porto Rico. 


Much has been recently said about 


the mineral resources of Porto Rico 
and their commercial value. An offi- 
cial report to the United States Geolo- 
gical Survey just made by Itobert T. 
Hill indicates that the most valuable 
metallic resource of the inland is a 
large deposit of magnetic iron iu ahill 
just north of Juncos. The ere is of 
great purity containing fully (!6 per 
cent, of pure iron 
It has been esti- 


mated that there are 35,000,000 tons of 
this ore in sight. On the most con- 
servative basis the deposit contains 
10.000,000 tons of metallic iron. 


The deposit is ten miles distant from 


a seaport, and its development will ne- 
eessitate the construction of a railroad. 
Mr. Hill reports that the couditions of 
Hie deposits could not be more favora- 
ble. The ore is encountered 'r compact 
masses, easy of extraction toil covered 
anly by a light layer of earth. The hill 
la about 470 feet high and the approach 
to it from the seaport of Naguabo is 
l.y H 2 per cent grade. Naguabo is said 
lo be able to accommodate ships of 20 
foot draft. 


Gold is washed in small quantities 


from some of the Porto Klcan rivers, 
notably the Luqulllo and Loiza. The 
amounts gained, however, aio unim- 
portant, 50 cents to a dollar a day re- 
orescutinjr the average product of hard 
labor. The natives get the gold from 
. the river saud and gravel. The mother 
rock of this metal has never been de- 
termined, but Mr. Hill doubts its ex- 
istence, as he found no evidnnce of it 
an the Island. He says that while it 
s impossible to reach any pos'tlve con- 
tusion as to the quantity or value of 
the gold of the tslaud, experience has 
•*liown that the placer deposits are not 
•ich or extensive.

On 
both sides of it alternate stones had 
been left out so -as to form a series of 
square compartments for the ducks to 
make their nests in.

another. > The 


house was a marvel; the earthen walls 
that surround, it and the window em- 
brasures were occupied with ducks. Oa 
the ground the house was fringed with, 
ducks.

About 10,000 pounds of eiderdown 


are gathered annually in Iceland, 7,000 
being exported to foreign countries.
